Gay Divorce-Cherry Lane 4/3. 4 pro- Herald Tribune, 
Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and | con- 
Times- filed on revival of 1932 Cole Porter musical pre - 
sented by Neol Behn-New Princess Company staged by Gus 
Schirmer, Jr with Beatrice Arthur, Judy Johnson, Frank Al- 
etter. Affirmative votes generally approved Porter music 
and production satire of 1930 musical films, with Arthur get- 
ting top praise. Crist, Herald Tribune, enjoyed very pleas- 
ant, slick production of a corny show which would have been 
much better if rest of cast had gone along with Arthur of 
playing their roles straight. Herridge, Post, agreed that 
Arthur could make any line sound funny and that show was 
a fine spoof of vintage films with ingenious direction taking 
the ‘audience's mind off its tasteless book, Drama editor 
noted that chorus was too loud, McClain, Journal American, 
okayed rewarding revival of show with subline score that 
includes "Night and Day," ''Take Me Back to Manhattan" 
and "I'm in Love," The plot he added was a dated disaster. 
Aston, WTS, turned in a rave review for production, director 
cast, and score, Sole dissenter, Gelb, Times, disliked dull 
reproduction of what was never an especially stimulating 
vehicle with an over-loud four piece orchestra,an over - 
dressed stage and a set of actors simpering and smirking 
in an uninspired imitation of the celluloid idols of the era. 


The Death of Satan- St Marks Playhouse- 4/5, 
1 pro- Journal American- and 4 con- Times, Herald Trib- 
une, Post, World Telegram & Sun- filed on new play by Ron- 
ald Duncun presented by Marilyn Shapiro- Walter Ernst - 
Geraldine Lust, staged by Lust with Robert Mandan, Susan 
Brown, Donald Symington, First full length play seen in 
US by British poet-dramatist was vetoed more on its pro- 
duction than on its content. Pro voter McClain, Journal 
American, recommended small, imaginative evening, well- 
staged, skilfully performed, never banal with bright, timely 
humor and a young, gifted cast giving it a hearty, intelligent 
try. But majority disagreed on merits of cast. Atkinson, 
Times, noted that most of the acting was too literal to cap- 
ture the paradoxes and the polished style required for the 
iconclastic play of ideas and words much in the Shavian 
tradition, What it needs, Atkinson, concluded is the Giel- 
gud touch, a superb, immaculate stylized performance. 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, thought final moments of final act 
justified author's label as "poet-dramatist", but feared 
too much of the play only easy conjunctions, altogether an 
attractive and possibly meaningful conceit somewhat blur- 
red by tongue more facile than fastidious, Watts, Post, 
found author overflowing with ideas, some promising in a 
play so heavy-handed that attacks are neither effective as 
satirical comment nor impressive as argument, Aston, 
WTS, added that author's critical meditations warrent 
respect, but the play itself is inert. 


The Snow Maiden- Madison Ave Playhouse (7 Arts Center) 
4/4-474, 5 con -Times, Herald Tribune, Post, Journal Amer - 
ican, World Telegram & Sun- filed on presentation of " adult 
fairy tale" by B, F, Dunn by Lady Daniels, Ltd, staged by Art 
Williams with Kay Frazier, Arthur Russell, Severe pannings 
from all five, with three critics omitting cast names in gen - 
eral attack on play and production, Calta, Times,used most 
of his review to sum up the plot, and ended with the hope that 
the author's trunk, noted in the program, contained something 
in it that will mitigate her so-called chequered career, Crist, 
Herald Tribune, blasted tasteless jevenile nonesense with its 
performances and decor on level with script. Herridge, Post, 
branded it a piece of tripe and reported that she had seen more 
adult scripts in sixth grade progressive school productions, 
Aston, WTS, wondered in print why he and audience sat to the 
end through utterly idiotic blather presented with unbelievable 
clumsiness, McClain, Journal American, warned that the Off 
Broadway movement would lose its critics if it did not make 
some effort to protect them from such explosive mediocrity, 
Production closed after first performance,

performances of revival of Clifford Odets 1937 drama drew 
mild pro from Krisher, World Telegram & Sun, Play is still 
exciting theatre and production has a good cast but some of

Atkinson, Times, marked it as silly, tiresome and in some re- 
spects distasteful, Though Kerr, Herald Tribune, advised Pan- 
etta to pull himself together or get himself a collaborator, to 
help what critic called funniest incoherent and unco-ordinated 
playwright on Broadway, he had to veto comedy, Everything to 
do with people is sunny, good humor and zany, while everything 
to do with plot is a mess, Kerr summed, Cnapman, News, felt 
Hackett deserved a play 40 times better as this without much 
satire or farce, Coleman, Mirror, agreed with Kerr that play- 
wright had flair for comedy, earthy off-beat humor, but thought 
plot too familiar and its virtues lost in crude shuffling of cliches, 
Watts, Post, panned it as virtually all terrible , bad enough to 
give bad name to theatre, TV and advertising. Aston, World 
Telegram & Sun, billed jokes and play as awkward and offensive, 


Machinal- Gate- 4/7. 5 pro- Times, Herald Tribune ,Post, 
Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- filed on revival of 
1928 Sophie Treadwell drama on Snyder- Gray murder trial pre- 
sented by Richard Karp-John Eyre-Max Lerner-Morton Siegal, 
staged by Gene Frankel with Dolores Sutton, Gerald O'Loughlin, 
Vincent Gardenia. Stylized production held interest, was still 
topical and in some ways better than original, critics agreed, 
Atkinson, Times, raved for still fascinating, bold and original 
play in which principal roles extremely well played in imagin- 
ative production, Crist, Herald Tribune, applauded Frankel 's 
imaginative direction, perfect performances, and impressive 
and engrossing production, Watts, Post, who had viewed both 
1928 original featuring Clark Gable, and 1933 Moscow product- 
ion though current one in every way their peer, an excellent, well 
acted revival, still interesting and effective. McClain, Journal 
American, joined critical bandwagon for imaginative and thor- 
oughly provocative revival, an unusually adept condensation of 
a good though cumbersome drama, Aston, WTS, okayed grimly 
entertaining, neatly and compellingly executed drama, 


The Mime and Me- Gramercy Arts- 4/7 5 con- 
Times, Herald Tribune, Post, World Telegram & Sun, 
Journal American- filed on evening of mime and song 
presented by Joshua Miller-Lorin Price featuring Lionel 
Shepard (mime) and James Gavin¢narration - folk singing). 
All found enjoyable moments in presentation, with Gavin's 
work winning the most applause; but critics also felt mat- 
erial was too uneven to provide full evening of entertain - 
ment, Funke, Times, liked Gavin's commentary, but felt 
that compared to Marcel Marceau and Shai Ophir the mime 
was of grade school quality, Kerr, Herald Tribune, thougut 
company friendly enough, but not professional. Herridge, 
Post, agreed group performed skillfully, but thougnt mater- 
ial ranged from poor to excellent, since mime at best has 
limited appeal a few such lapses can lose its audience. 
O'Connor, Journal American, admitted mime was art, but 
wondered if it was modern entertainment. Krisher, WTS, 
thought quality of cast and material ranged from brilliant 
to overdone and sometimes silly, and that the program as 
a whole did not fit together.

The action of the Metropolitan Opera board of directors to 
withdraw previous objections to inviting the City Center of 
Music and Drama to join the Lincoln Center project is doubly 
exciting news to the theatre, First if the money problems can 
be solved it will present the City Center's theatre and musical 
comedy seasons with a stimulating new playhouse, Second it will 
release the present 3000 seat 55th St theatre for either comm- 
ercial or non-commercial theatre use, depending on how the NY 
City adminstration feels upon the subject, With Park Commis- 
sioner Moses safely worried about NY World's Fair problems 
it might even be used as a more convenient winter home for the 
NY Shakespeare Festival productions of Joe Papp.

new theatre not too far from its original location when its first 
home was torn down for a new apartment house site, The sev- 
eral theatres on East 4th St will need new homes in a few years 
when the Robert Owen project is constructed there, New theatre 
centers in diverse sections of Manhatten are vital for the coming 
years if the Off Broadway movement is to continue, Because if 
bad plays do not wipe it out, the real estate concerns might]

on the critics, Actors of all people should know that the word is 
the thing and next time Adler feels ready to take on the reviewers 
he should hire an established playwright, such as William Saroyan 
or Arthur Laurents, to pen his retorts. Better yet he should try 
harder to put on a production the critics and audiences enjoy, and 
save his hatred of critics for his family and friends,
